WHAT THE SMALLER 
POWERS THINK 


An aspect of the Disarmament 
Conference which is apt to be 
overlooked is that most of the 
countries represented on it have 
for a very. lengthy period heen 
Kicking. their heels, avaiting for 
the Great Powers to reach a.deci- 
sjon. Two years or more ago, 
the Conference opened with no 
fewer than sixty-six States tak- 
ing part In the discussions. Tor 
many. months past, it has been 
difficult to recollect that fact. 
What, it may be asked, do some 
of the smaller nations think on 
Half a dozen of 
them—Denmark, Spain, Norway, 
Sweden and Switzerland—recent- 
ly presented 2 joint memoran- 


dum to the Conference, Holland, 


being in general agrecment with 
their views. In the opinion of 
this group, there are only two 
alternatives before the Confer- 
ence, One is a real reduction on 
the part of the heavily-armed 
Powers, side by side with 
moderate re-armament on the 
part of Germiny. The. other is 
limitation at ‘present levels for 
the former, and heavier re- 
armament for Germany. ‘Un. 
hesitatingly, the small States 
plump for the former course, of 
While recognising the 
merits of the British plan, they 
feel that its proposals do not, in 
some respects go far enough, 
more particularly with regard to 
guarantees for the execution of 
the suggested Convention. It 
may be recalled that Signor 
Mussolini, when launching his 
suggestions for reforming the 
Lengue of Nations, endeavoured 
to convey the impression .that 
the interference of the smaller 
countries had been responsible 
for the interminable delays and 
heaitations. Such an assump-- 
tion is hardly warranted by the 
facts. The States in the second 
and third 
time and again that they are 
ready to fall in with any reason- 
able scheme of all-round dis- 
armament. They,, in| common 
with others, have realised that, 
the fundamental problem re- 
mains _ unaltered—reconciliation 
of the French and German view- 
points. The small powers are 
anxious to seo tho .problem 
solved, for the simple reason that 
lower levels of armament all 
round will be the best guarantco 
of their own security; It— is 
therefore clear that if the-Con- 
ference brenks down, the smaller 
States, no less than the larger, 
will’ -have their anxieties im- 
measurably iricreased, The pity 
is that with such a widespread 
desiro for a satisfactory adjust- 
ment of the ‘situation. there 
should’ be ‘the possibility’ of all
